This last writing for the 
claims is the preferred one, thus it has also been amended for the United 
States application. Accordingly three more pages have been added 



including all the claims, in which a parenthetical expression follows the 
claim number indicating the status of the claim when it has been amended. 
For your convenience, a copy of the modified claims in which each 
change is clearly marked using red colour has also been enclosed.
